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REMARKS 

In the Advisory Action, the Examiner states that Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
Applicant argues that the Satoshi does not disclose or suggest the step of "moving the upper 
chamber unit and the upper stage to align the first and second substrates". But, the Examiner 
thinks that Satoshi discloses the step in paragraphs 16 and 23. 

However, these paragraphs 16 and 23 of Satoshi fail to teach or suggest the feature of 
"moving the upper chamber unit and the upper stage to align the first and second substrates." 

In the paragraph 16, the upper chamber 21 descends so that the flange of the upper 
chamber 21 contacts and is united in O-ring 44, thereby forming a vacuum chamber between the 
upper chamber 21 and the bottom chamber 10. Also, in the paragraph 23, the electrostatic fixing 
disc 28 holding upper substrate lb descends so that the upper substrate lb is contacted with the 
bottom substrate la. 

As described in paragraph [0037], the XY theta stage Tl corresponding to the lower 
chamber and lower stage is moved to align the first and second substrates. 

Applicants believe the foregoing arguments place the application in condition for 
allowance and early, favorable action is respectfully solicited.
